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Tne estimates of the corn crop range 
between 1,000,000,000 and 1,800,000,000 
bushels. The yield in recent years has 
often been lower than the smaller fig- 
ures, and has seldom been higer than 
the larger ones. 








Corn is now out of danger from frost 
or any other possible peril. It will be 
a smaller crop than was last year’s but 
a heavy frost any time within the past 
two or three weeks would have proven 
a calamity to the corn-raising states 
nevertheless. 





Tur largest and most powerful search 
light in the world is destined for the 
statue of Liberty in New York harbor, 
and will be visible for 100 miles and 
capable of transmitting messages that 
distance. It will be a 50,000-candle 
power, and will cost about $4,000.

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Ex-Goy. Gray of Indiana, on the 
21st, paid a visit to ex-President Cleve- 
land at Buzzard’s Bay, Mass. 

On the 23d the marchioness of Aber- 
gavenny died in London. She was a 
daughter of Sir Harcourt John John- 
stone, of Hackness Hall, Yorkshire, En- 
gland, and sister of the first Lord Der- 
went. 

ON the 23d the president, Secretary of 
State Foster, Attorney-General Miller 
and E. J. Phelps, J. C. Carter and Judge 
Blodgett, counsel for the United States 
before the Behring sea commission, 
had a conference at the executive man- 
sion. The whole subject of the Beh- 
ring sea controversy was carefully con- 
sidered. 

EDMUND JoHNSON has been removed 
from the consulate at Kiel, Germany, 
for false representation as to his mili- 
tary services and for fraudulent prac- 
tices as consul. 

It is now stated that the chief object 
of the visit of the kaiser to Vienna is 
to discuss some modifications in the 
Austro-German cqnmercial treaty with 
the empercr of Austria, and also the 
change in the attitude of Italy toward 
France since the fetes of Genoa, and 
the foreign policy of Mr. Gladstone. 

On the 26th the funeral of the late 
Gen. John Pope, who died at Sandusky, 
O., on the night of the 23d, took place 
at St. Louis. 

Ir is stated that Edwin Caps, in- 
structor of Latin and Greek at Yale, 
has been secured for the Greek chair at 
the new Chicago university. Mr. Caps 
is a graduate of the university of IIli- 
nois and of Yale. 

Tue governor of Texas has issued his 
proclamation appointing Friday, Octo- 
ber 21, 1892, a day of thanksgiving, and 
recommends that all schools celebrate 
the day in commemoration of the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus. 

THE marriage of Prince Ferdinand of 
Roumania and Princess Marie, daugh- 
ter of the duke of Edinburgh, will take 
place on January 10, at Sigmaringen, 
Prussia. 

Mr. JAmeEs G. BLAINE and family will 
remain at Bar Harbor, Me., until the 
middle of October, and then go to 
Washington for the winter. 

A DISPATCH to the New York Times 
from Ottawa, Ont., says that Premier 
Abbot has not resigned, and that the 
report is devoid of foundation. 

On the evening of the 24th Patrick S. 
Gilmore, the great bandmaster of New 
York, who for seven years past with 
his well-trained musi¢ians has delighted 
numerous audiences at the annual ex- 
hibitions of the St. Louis exposition, 
died suddenly of heart failure at the 
Lindell hotel in St. Louis. 

On the 27th Mr. Cleveland's formal 
letter of acceptance of the national 
democratic nomination to the presi- 
dency was made public. It is a very 
much shorter document than that 
promulgated by Mr. Harrison. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY SPAULDING has 
instructed collectors of customs that 
American citizens, whether cabin or 
steerage, need not be detained after 
health officers have certified that it is 
safe to land them. 

As FAR as is known Gilmore, the 
bandmaster, left no will, but his wife 
and daughter are amply provided for 
by a fortune of upward of $100,000. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

At 8 o’clock on the morning of the 
2ist train robbers ditched an express on 
the Santa Fe railroad, a few miles west 
of Osage City, Kas., which was known 
to carry in the custody of the express 
messenger over $1,000,000 in cash; but 
the awful result in demolished cars, 
killed and wounded trainmen and pas- 
sengers seems to have so appalled them 
that they made no attempt to complete 
the job, and did not even put in ap- 
pearance after the wreck occurred. 

WILLIAM LOCKE, aged 26, a truckster 
residing at Harmarville, Pa., while 
crazy from typhoid fever, nearly sev- 
ered the head of his 16-months-old child 
from its body on the 2ist. He offered 
it as asacrifice and bathed his face in 
its blood. Several men witnessed the 
butchery but were powerless to prevent 


it. 
Lorp CHARLES BERESFORD, who was 


arrested in Albany, N. Y., on the 21st, 
on acharge of blackmail, preferred by 
his father-in-law, Millionaire Lilien- 
thal, of New York, on the 22d was held 
to await the arrival of officers from 
Georgia bearing requisition papers. He 
is charged with forgery. 

At Farnum, Ia., a little before 1 a. 
m. on the 22d, as the Rock Island pas- 
senger and mail train No. 4, from the 
west, was approaching the side track, 
it crashed into a heavily-loaded freight 
pulling from the main line onto the 
side track. The engine was struck 
square in the center, fairly splintering 
eight freight cars. 

Ir is said that Marion Hedgepeth, the 
leader of the Glendale (Mo.) train rob- 
bers, for participation in which Adel- 
bert Slye is now serving a twenty-year 
sentence, has about concluded to with- 
draw his plea of not guilty and take a 
twenty-year sentence rather than al- 
low his mother to sacrifice her property 
in a hopeless effort for his defense. — 

At Pittsburgh, Pa., on the 24th, in 
the criminal court, Judge Porter handed 
down a decision in the application of 
Hugh O'Donnell, charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of J. W. Klein, a 
Pinkerton detective. The application 
was refused, and O'Donnell must re- 





pain in jail until his trial. 


On the 25th George Steiger, aged 22, 
John Schmidt, aged 21, both unmar- 
ried, and Jacob Burkley, who had a 
wife and two children, were drowned 
while running the rapids ina boat in 
the Connecticut river a few miles above 
Turner’: Falls, Mass. 

THE second trial of M. B. Curtis, the 
actor, charged with the murder of Po- 
liceman Alex Grant. of San Francisco, 
has been set for November 14. 

It issaid that Edward S. Dana. the 
defaulting treasurer of the National 
savings bank of Buffalo, N. Y., will 
plead guilty when brought to trial and, 
will throw himself on the mercy of the 
court. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
GUATEMALA has issued a decree clos- 
ing absolutely all Atlantie ports of 
that country as a quarantine against 
cholera, 

On the 24th the agreement between 
the granite manufacturers’ association 
and the Quincy (Mass.) branches of the 
granite cutters’ union was signed. 

On the 24th the locked-out men at 
Homestead, Pa., received their first 
benefits from the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation. Nearly $10,000 was paid out. 
The payment had a very cheering ef- 
fect upon the men, who stil! seem con- 
fident of victory. 

On the 25th twenty-five new Baptist 
missionaries sailed from Boston for the 
foreign fields of the denomination. The 
party includes sixteen for the Telugu 
mission in India, two for Assam, four 
for Burmah and three for the Congo. 

A COLORED undertaker of Washington 
is said to have emptied in an exposed 
place the ice and water from a box in 
which the corpse of a diphtheria patient 
had been prepared for burial, thus 
causing thirty-two cases of diphtheria, 
fifteen of which had, up to the 26th, 
proved fatal. The police and health 
officers of the District of Columbia are 
engaged:in investigating theaffair. Chil- 
dren playing in an alley ate of the ice. 

EstimATEs for the navy for the fiscal 
year 1s94 have been made up and will 
be sent to the secretary for transmis- 
sion to congress. It is understood that 
about $10,000,000 has been recommended 

for payment on account of the new 
navy. 

CHOLERA is reported to be spreading 
in Roumania, and especially in the dis- 
trict of Carjova. 

On the 26th a final meeting of the 
British members of the commission 
upon the questions at issue between the 
United States and Great Britain in 
Behring sea was held in London. 

ON the 26th the steamship Caracas ar- 
rived at New York from Venezuelan 
ports. When she was at La Guayra the 
custom house authorities would not al- 
low her to land her cargo. The captain 
of the United States steamer Concord 
trained his guns on the town, and the 
customs authorities concluded to allow 
the cargo of the Caracas to be landed. 

DrEaATHS from the cholera within the 
whole Russian empire, from the begin- 
ning of the epidemic until the 25th, are 
officially reported at 185,640. . 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Brunswick, Ga., was visited by a 
cloud-burst on the 27th, that filled New 
Castle, Mansfield, Bay Union, Ogle- 
thorpe and Grant streets with water four 
feet deep, and penned the citizens in 
their homes and stores, and threatened 
to inundate the entire block of three- 
story brick houses. 

Tur State Normal School, just estab- 
lished at Jonesboro, Ark., is a pro- 
nounced success. The second week 
opened with an enrollment of nearly 
100 pupils. 

WHILE in the act of writing a bogus 
check in the office of Atwood, Violett 
& Co., W. R. Cossett, the embezzling 
cashier of the People’s Bank, at Hope, 
Ark., was arrested on the 27th. Cossett 
robbed the bank and made off with the 
funds of the county school board, of 
which he was treasurer. 

CoMMODORE MILLER, one of the most 
notorious desperadoes in the Southwest, 
overpowered his guards on the 27th, 
and arming himself with their weapons, 
liberated twelve fellow-convicts, who, 
with him, were working in the quarries 
near Dallas, Texas, and made his escape. 

At Shelbyville, Ill., on the 27th, fire 
at the home of Washington Stucker 
burned his house and twosmall children. 
The father rushed through the flames 
and secured the children, but not before 
they were fatally burned. 

Wa. SMALL is under arrest at Spring- 
field, Ohio, for entering the Third Lu- 
theran Church Friday evening and 
taking up the carpet from the audi- 
torium. He carried it home and put it 
down in his room, where it was dis- 
covered. He says he thought the church 
people could stand the loss better than 
a private individual. ™ 

At Sing Sing, N. Y., an agitation has 
again commenced in favor of changing 
the name of the place, on account of its 
association in the general mind with 
the State prison. 

THE cotton crop situation in the sec- 
tion around Austin, Texas, has changed 
since the last report. Many planters 
who calculated on halfa bale to the acre 
now say they will hardly make a third 
ofa bale. Most of the cotton has been 
affected by the worms and excessive 
rains during the last few months. 

Tue Michigan board of health has 
established a quarantine of twenty days 
against immigrants from infected Euro- 
pean ports via Canada, and appointed 





inspectors to enforce its orders. 


THE MODERN JUGGERNAUT. 


Another Series of Railroad Accidents— 

Eight Men Killed in a Wreck Near New 

Hampton, Ia.—A Bad Wreek on the 

Wabash in Indiana, and a Fatal Wreck 

on the Rock Island in Iowa. 

Mason City. Ia., Sept. 26.—The 

worst railroad accident that has ever 

occurred in this section of the state was 

reported from New Hampton yester- 

day. It happened but a short distance 

from the scene of the Wapsie wreck 

two yearsago. . Last night seven dead 

bodies laid out in Kanichboth’s under- 

taking establishment told the sad 

story of negligence, and that is not all. 

One more body can now be seen under 

the éngine, and it will be many hours 

befoye the body can be_ reached. 

A #little girl’s hat and a 

wommn’s cloak have been found in 

the Wreck. It is feared that at least 

thesB two are buried under the debris. 

Themen killed were residents of El- 
mir@and vicinity. Michael McNamara, 

of Independence, a traveling man, was 

one of the killed. 

, A work train was standing at the de- 

pot at New Hampton when the through 

freight came dashing around the bend, 

runping at the rate of twenty-five 
mil@s an hour, intending to pull right 
thrpugh the station without stopping. 

The engineer and fireman jumped and 
the engine plowed into the standing 
caboose, knocking it into splinters, 
badly wrecking two other cars and 
finally burying itself in three feet of 
earth. 
At first there was screaming and 
groaning and cries for help from the 
men under the wreck, but it was im- 
possible to reach them. One man was 
pinned between the tender and a part 
of the caboose, but he could not be 
reached until life had gone. 

The dead as they were taken from 
the wreck and carried tothe platform 
presented a fearful spectacle. Some 
were literally cut and ground to pieces. 
Others with great holes bored through 
their bodies while one man’s heart was 
exposed. It will be two or three days 
tefore the wreck will be entirely 
cleared. . 

Sheriff Brown held an inquest yes- 
terday afternoon, but not enough of 
the facts were introduced to warrant 
him in placing the blame.

HARD ON THE TRAIL. 


A Sheriff and Posse of One Hundred in 
Hot Chase After the Robbers. 

Rosin, Wash., Sept. 25.—Every male 
citizen of Roslin is carrying a revolver 
to-day, and hundreds are out searching 
for the men who yesterday robbed the 
bank of Abrahams, Snipes & Co. The 
money taken by the five men all be- 
lodged to the bank, and amounted to 
$11,000. Monday being pay-day at the 
Northern Pacific mine, the company 
had sent $40,000 to Tacoma yesterday 
morning. Contrary to expectation, 
however, the money was not taken to 
the bank, but to the officers of the 
company. 

O. A. Fraser, the assistant cashier, 
who was shot by one of the robbers, is 
doing well and will recover. The 
wound of the negro Connelly is only a 
flesh wound in the right leg and is not 
serious. 

The sheriff with 100 men has been in 
pursuit of the robbers for twenty-eight 
hours and it is belived they cannot es- 
cape as the topography of the country 
will aid the officers. 

The manager of Abraham Snippe & 
Co., has offered a reward of $1,000 for 
the apprehension of the robbers. This 
is supplemented by an offer for a sim- 
ilar amount by Cashier Abernathy. 
The robbers were dressed as cowboys.

A KNOCK-DOWN BLOW. 


Democratic Dismay at Commissioner 
Peck's Report. 

It is not surprising that the demo- 
cratic newspapers have been filled 
with consternation by the recent re- 
port of the labor commissioner of New 
York. These newspapers have in- 
sisted that the McKinley tariff act has 
not contributed tothe promotion of the 
public prosperity; that it has not in- 
creased the wages of workingmen, and 
that it has not enlarged and enriched 
the markets of the eountry. They 
have maintained, on the contrary, that 
it is responsible for the depressien of 
industry, leading to lockouts and 
strikes. and that fits whole influence 
has been prejudicial to the best in- 
terests of our people. The report of 
Commissioner Peck utterly and abso- 
lutely disproves all of these statements. 
Mr. Peck, who is a democrat, entered 
upon his inquiry into the operatiens of 
the present tariff in the belief that the 
result would vindicate the democratic 
tariff position. He expected to be able 
to furnish his party a campaign docu- 
ment of infinite value. The result has 
shown to him, however, that he was 
totally in error as to the effects of the 
McKinley legislation. His statistics 
conclusively establish the accuracy of 
the republicaa insistment, and dem- 
onstrate thut the protective policy is 
in all its operations salutary and bene- 
ficent. 

The period covered by the commis- 


tive to the effects of .‘protectmon’ on 
labor and wages in New York, may 
justly be taken as fairly representative 
of the conditions throughout the whole 
country.” : 

Some of the democratic newspapers 
are endeavoring to break the force of 
this report by the silly pretense that it 
was conceived in hostility to Mr. Cleve- 
land, and was instigated by Senator 
Hill in his desire to injure his success- 
fulrival. Itis a sufficient answer to 
this pretense that in the first place 
there is no evidence that Senator 
Hill does not propase to support 
Mr. Cleveland’s candidacy, while in 
the second place the conclusions arrived 
at are based upon official data and are 
therefore unimpeachable. Besides, the 
accuracy of the report is confirmed 
from another official source, also demo- 
cratic, and equally trustworthy. ‘The 
report of the superintendent of the 
state banking department, which was 
given to the public cotemporaneously 
with that of the labor bureau, shows 
that the increase of deposits in the sav- 
ings banks of the state during the last 
six months amounted to $10,417,849, 
while the gain since January 1, 1889, 
amounted to $86,882,516. That is to say, 
the workingmen of New York have 
been able during six months of the 
operation of the McKinley tariff act to 
increase their savings in the enormous 
sum of over ten millions of dollars. It 
is significant that this prosperity is es- 
pecially exhibited in the savings banks 
of the manufacturing cities of the 
state. If it were true, as is claimed by

immediately prior to the enactment of 
the McKinley law and the year imme- 
diately following its going into opera- 
tion. The statistics upon which his 
conclusions are based were supplied by 
over six thousand representative and 
leading business firms of the state. 
The facts show that there was a net 
increase in wages of $6,377,925 in the 
year 1891 as compared with 1890, and a 
net increase of production of $31,315,- 
130 in the same period. An analysis of 
this table further demonstrates that of 
the sixty-seven industries covered, 
75 per cent. show an_ increase 
either of wages or product, or both, 
‘and there were no less than 89,717 in- 
stances of individual increase of wages 
during the same year” (1891). Speak- 
ing of another table the commissioner 
says: “Of the sixty-cighty industries 
included, 75 per cent. of them show an 
increased average yearly earnings ip 
the year 1891, while the total average 
increase of yearly earnings of the 285,- 
000 employes was $23.11.” He adds: 
“The average increase of yearly earn- 
ings of the employes in the fifty-one 
trades was $43.96 in 1891 as compared 
with 1890.” 

The significance of these facts can- 
not be overrated. They rest upon evi- 
dence which is indisputable. They con- 
stitute a knock-down blow for the 
democratic free traders. They cannot 
be answered. They show that the Mc- 
Kinley tariff has given new impulse to 
the manufacturing interests of the 
country, and has been of practical ad- 
vantage to both business men and wage 
earners. It is true that these facts re- 
late alone to the state of New York, 
but they are in the largest sense repre- 
sentative. For, as Mr. Peck remarked 
in his report: ‘No state in the union 
offers a field so varied or extensive 
within which the statistican can carry 
on his work with greater assurance of 
intelligent success than is presented by 
the state of New York. Within its 
borders are to be found by far the 
greatest number of manufacturing es- 
tablishments, the most varied indus- 
tries, and the largest number of in- 
dividual employers and wage earners 
ofany of the forty-four commouweailths 
embraced in the United States. ‘So 
that whatever the statistical data col- 





lected and tabulated may prove, rela- 


the democracy, that the protective pol- 
icy has tended to the depression of in- 
dustry, it is certainly amazing that 
such an enormous gain in savings 
should be exhibited. The figures go to 
show conclusively that the McKinley 
act has given profitable occupation to 
the operatives employed in our great 
manufacturing industries. 

It is to be expected, of course, that 
our democratic friends will persist in 
their declarations that free trade is the 
only wise policy, and that the interests 
of our working people are bound up in 
the overthrow of the existing protec- 
tive system.

CLEVELAND GIVES HIS LETTER 
QUT FOR PUBLICATION. 


Here Are His Vieves on All the Vital 
Issnes of the-Campaign for 
- Political Supremacy. 


NEw York, September 26.—The fol- 
lowing is the letter of Grover Cleveland 
accepting the nomination as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for president of the 
United States: 

GRAY GABLEs, Mass., Sept. 27. 


To Hon. William L. Wilson and Others, 
Committee: 


GENTLEMEN—In responding to your for- 
mal notification of my nomination to the 
presidency by the National Democracy, I 
hope I may be permitted to say at the out- 
set that continued reflection and observa- 
tion have confirmed in me my adherence 
to opinions which I have heretofore plain- 
ly and publicly declared, touching the 
questions involved in the canvass. This 
is a time, above all others, when these 
questions should be eonsidered in the light 
afforded by the so»Xer apprehension of 
principles upon wuich our government is 
based and a clear understanding of the 
relation it bears to the people for whose 
benefit it was created. We shalithus be 
supplied with a test by which the value of 
any proposition relating to the mainte- 
nance and administration of our govern- 
ment can be ‘ascertained, and by which 
the justice and honesty {of every political 
question can be judged. If doctrines or 
theories are presented which do not satis- 
fy this test loyal Americanism must pro- 
nounce them false and mischievous. The 
protection’of the people in the exclusive 
use and enjoyment of their property and 
earnings concededly constitutes the es 
pecial purpose and mission of: our free 
government. This design isso interwov- 
en with the structure of our plan of rule 
that a failure to protect a citizenin suth 
use or enjoyment or their justifiable dimi- 
nution by the g»verninent itself is a be- 
trayal of the pe »ple’s trust, 

Tariff Reform. 


We have, however, undertaken to build 
a great nation upon a plan especially our 
own. To maintain it and to furnish, 
through its agency, means for the accom- 
plishment of national objacts, the Ameri- 
can people are willing, through federal 
taxation, to surrendera part of their earn- 
ings and income. ‘Tariff legislation pre- 
sents a familiar form of federal taxation. 
Such legislation results as surely in a tax 
upon the daily life of our people as the 
tribute paid directly into the hands of the 
tax gatherer. We feel the burden of these 
tariff taxes too palpably to be persuaded 
~s any sophistry that they do not exist, as 
they are paid by foreigners. Such taxes 
representing a diminution of the property 
rights of the people are only justifiable 
when laid and collected for the purpose of 
maintaining our government and furnish- 
ing means for the accomplishment of its 
legitimate purposes and functions, THs 
is taxation under the operation of a tariff 
for revenue. It accords with the profes- 
sions of the American free institutions, 
and its justice and honesty answer thete-t 
supplied by a correct appreciation of the 
principles upon which these institutions 
rest. This theory of tariff legislation 
manifestly enjoins strict enconoiny in 
public expenditures and their limitation 
to legitimate public uses, inasmuch as it 

rohibits absolute extortion and exaction, 

y way of taxation, from the substance of 
the people beyond the necessities of a care- 
ful and proper admlnistration of the gov- 
ernment. 

Opprens to this theory, the dogma is 
now boldly presented that tariff taxation 
is justifiable for the express purpose and 
intent of thereby promoting especial in- 
terests and enterprises. Such a proposi- 
tion is so clearly contrary to the spirit of 
our constitution and so directly encour- 
ages disturbance by selfishness and greed 
of patriotic sentiment that its statement 
would rudely shock our people, if they 
had not already been insidiously allured 
from the safe landmark of principle. Nevy- 
er has an honest desire for national 
growth, patriotic devotion to country and 
sincere regard for those who toil, been so 
betrayed by the sapport of a pernicious 
doctrine, In its behalf, the plea that our 
infaué industries should be fostered, did 
service until discredited by our stalwart 
growth; then followed the exigencies of a 
terrible war which made our people heed- 
less of ‘opportunities for the ulterior 
schemes afforded by their willing and pa- 
triotic payment of unprecedented tribute; 
and now, after a long period of peace, 
when our overburdened countrymen ask 
for relief and restoration to the fuller en- 
joyment of their incomes and earnings, 
they are met by the claim that tariff taxa- 
tion for the sake of protection is an Amer- 
ican system, the continuance of which is 
necessary in order that high wages may 
be paid to our workingmen and a home 
market be provided for our farm pro- 


ducts. These cengeoney should no longer 
deceive. Truth is such that the system is 


directly antagonized by every sentiment 
of.justice and fairness, of which Ameri- 
cans are pre-eminently proud. It is also 
true that while our people defend them- 
selves against the harder home life, which 
such tariff taxation decrees, the working- 
man, suffering trom the importation and 
employment of pauper laborinstigated by 
his professed friends and seeking security 
for his interests in organized co-operation, 
still waits for a division of the advantages 
secured to his employer under the cover 
of generous solicitude for his wages, while 
the farmer is learning that the prices of 
his products are fixed in foreign markets, 
where he suffers from competition invited 
and built up by the system he is asked to 
support. The struggle for unearned ad- 
vantage at the doors of the government 
tramples on the rights of those who pa- 
tiently rely upon the assurance of Ameri 
can equality. Every governmental con- 
cession to clamorous favorites invites cor- 
ruption in political affairsby encourag- 
ing the expenditure of money to debauch 
sufirage in support of a policy directly fa- 
vorable to private and selfish gain. ‘This 
in the end must strangle patriotism and 
weaken popular confidence in the recti- 
tude of republican institutions. Thongh 
the subject of tariff legislation invo.ves 
the question of markets; it also involves 
the question of moruls. 

We cannot with impunity permit injus- 
tice to taint the spirit of right and equity 
which is the life of our republic, and we 
shall fail to reach our national destiny if 
greed and selfishness lend the way. Rec- 
ognizing these truths, the National De- 
mocracy will seek, by the application of 
just and sound principles, to equalize to 
our people the blessings due them from 
the government they support, to promote 
among our countrymen a closer communi- 
ty of interests, cemented by patriotism 
and national pride, and to point out a4 fair 
fieli, where prosperous and diveysiilod 
American enterprise may grow ain liarive 
in the Wholesome atmosphere of A usr 
can industry, ingenuity and inteil:

out disaster or demolition, We believe 
that the advantages of free raw materials 
should be accofded to our manufacturers, 
and we contemplate a fairand careful dis- 
tribution of necessary tariff burdens, 
rather than the precipitation of free trade. 

We anticipate with calmness the mis- 
representation of our motives and. purpo- 
8es, instigated by a selfishness which seeks 
to hold in unrelenting grasp its unfair 
advantage under the present tariff laws. 
We will rely upon the intelligence of our 
fellow couutrymen to reject the charge 
that the party comprising » majority of 
our people is planning the destruction or 
injury of American interests, and we 
know that they cannot be frightened by 
the specter of impossible free trade. The 
administration and management of our 
sovernment depend upon the popular will. 
Sederat power is the iastrument of that 
will—not its master. 

Therefore the attempt of the opponents 
of Democracy to interfere with and con- 
trol the suffrage of states through federal 
agencies, develops a design which no ex- 
planation can mitigate, to reverse funda- 
mental and safe relatious between the 
people ‘and their government. Such an 
atteimpt cannot fail to be regarded by 
thoughtful men as a proof of a bold deter- 
mination to secure the ascendency of a 
discredited party in reckless disregard of 
a free expression of the popular will. To 
resist such a scheme is an impulse of the 
Democracy. Atalltimes and in all places 
we trust the people. As against the dis- 
position to force the way to federal power, 
we present to them as our claim to their 
confi lenee and support, a steady champi- 
onship of their rights. 


The Silver and Gold, 


The people are entitled to sound ‘and 
honest money, abundantly sufficient in 
volume to supply their business needs. 
But whatever may be the form of the peo- 
ple’s currency, national or state—whether 
gold, silver or paper—it should be so reg- 
ulated and guarded by governmental ac- 
tion or by wise and careful laws, that no 
one can be deluded as to the certainty and 
stability of its value. Every dollar put 
into the hands of the people should be of 
the same intrinsic value or purchasing 
power. With this condition absolutely 
guaranteed, both gold and silver can be 
safely utilized, upon equal terms in the 
adjustment of our currency. In dealing 
with this subject no selfish scheme should 
be allowed to intervene and no doubtful 
experiment should be attempted. The 
wants of our people, arising from a defi- 
ciency or imperfect distribution of money 
circulation, ought to be fully and honestly 
recognized and efficiently remedied. It 
should, however, be constantly remem- 
bered that the inconvenience or loss that 
might arise from such a situation, can be 
much easier borne than the universal dis- 
tress that must follow discredited cur- 
rency. 
Civil Service Reform. 

Public officials are agents of the people. 
It is, therefore, their duty to secure for 
those whom they represent the best and 
most eflicient performance of public work. 
This plainly can best be accomplished by 
regarding ascertained fitness in the selec- 
tion of government employes. These con- 
siderations alone are a suflicient justifica- 
tion for an honest adherence to the letter 
and spirit of civil service reform. There 
are, however, other features of this plan 
which abundantly commendit. Through 
its operation worthy merit inevery station 
and condition in American life is recog- 
nized in the distribution of public en:ploy- 
ment, while its application ten Is to raise 
the standard of political activity from 
spoils hunting and unthinking party a fiil- 
lation to the advocacy of party principles 
by reason and argumeut, 

The Pension Roll. 


The American people are generons and 
grateful, and they have impressed these 
charact-ristics upon their government. 
Therefore, all patriotic and just citizens 
must commend liberal consideration for 
our worthy veteran soldiers and for the 
families of those who have died. No com- 
plaint should be made of the amount of 
public money paid to those actually dis- 
abled or mide dependent by resgson of 
army service. Butour pension roll should 
bea roll of honor uncontaminated by ill 
dessert and invitiated by demagogic use. 
This is due to those whose worthy names 
adorn the roll, and to all our people who 
delicht to honor the brave and the true. 
It is also due to those who, in years to 
come, should he allowed to hear reverently 
and lovingly, the story of American patri- 
otism and fortitude, illustrated by our 
pension roll. Preference accorded to vet- 
eran soldiers in publicemployment should 
be secured to them honestly and without 
avasion, and when capable and worthy 
their claim to the helpful regard and grat- 
itude of their countrymen should be un- 
grudgingly acknowledged. 

Against Sumptuary Laws. 

Assurances to the people of the utmost 
individual liberty consistent with peace 
and good order is a cardinal principle of 
our government, This gives no sanction 
to vexatious sumptuary laws which un- 
necessarily interfere with such habits and 
customs of our people as are not offensive 
to the just moral sense and not inconsist- 
ent with good citizenship and the public 
welfare. Such a principle requires that 
the line between subjects which are prop- 


erly within governmental control and 
those which are more fittingly left to 


areutal rezulations, could be carefully 
Eat in view. An enforced education, 
wisely deerned proper preparation for cit- 
izenship, should not involve the impair- 
ment of wholesome parental authority nor 
do violence to{the household of science. 
Paternalism in the government finds no 
approval in the creed of Democracy. It is 
asymptom of misrule whether it is mani- 
fested in authorized gifts or by an unwar- 
ranted control of personal and family 
affairs. Our people, still cherishing the 
feeling of human fellowship which be- 
longed to our beginning as a nation, re- 
quire their government toexpress for them 
their sympathy with all those who are op- 
pressed under any rule less free than ours. 
The generous hospitality, which is one of 
the most prominent of our national char- 
acteristics, prompts us to welcome the 
worthy fand industrious of all lands, tc 
homes and citizenship among us. Thi. 
hospitable sentiment is not violated, how- 
ever, by careful and reasonable regula- 
tions for the protection of public health, 
nor does it justify the reception of immni- 

rants who have no appreciation of our 
nstitutions and whose presence among us 
is a menace to good peace and good order. 

The importance of the cons:ruction of 
the Nicaragua ship canal, as means of pro- 
moting commerce between our states and 
with foreign countries, and also a contri- 
bution by Americans to enterprises wiich 
advance the interests of the world of civi]- 
ization, should commend the project to 
the goveriment’s approval and endorse- 
ment. 

Our esuntrymen not only expect from 
those who represent thein in public places 
a sedulons care for things which are di- 
rectly and palpably related to their mace 
rial interests, but they also fully appraei- 
ate the value of cultivating our national 

ride and maintaining our national enor. 

oth their material interests and their 
national pride and honor are involved qn

A LAW FIRM OF ‘WOMEN. 


They Have Demonstrated Their Ability 
to Take Equal Rank With Men. 
The great progress of women has 
ceased to be at all surprising in tkis 
and in many of the states 
1 are represented in the various 
professions, particularly that of law. 
Mrs. Myra Rradwell, of Chicago, who 
was recently admitted to practice in the 
United States supreme court, ably edits 
the “Legal News,” and Mrs. Phobe 
Cozzens, of St. Louis, is a well-known 

lawyer in the west. 

Miss Javinia was the first 
woman admitted to the practice of law 
state of Wisconsin. In 1875 she 
appeared before the supreme court of 
the state asking permission to practice 
in that court, and her brief proved that 
she had at least the essential mental 
qualifications. The motion was denied 
by the judge at that time, who held 
that ‘‘womanhood is moulded for gen- 
tler and better things.” Miss Goodale 
maintained, however, that women could 
never have full justice in the courts un-

They are all interesting, 
“feminine” women, if one may use the 
expression; apparently they have lost 
their womanly qualities, but 
gained so many privileges that one is 
reconciled toa progress, which twenty 
yeurs ago many thought threatened the 
destruction of home life It is not 

that any one of these young 
ladies is unfitted for a home because 
she has identified herself with an un- 
usual calling fora woman. Only a few 
years ago, if a woman found it neces- 
sary to work fora living, as she often 
did (apparently suffering both the curse 
of Adam and Eve) there was no career 
open to her save school-teaching or 
cress-making. Now, as a progressive 
woman says, ‘‘she can do anything 
where her petticoats do not catch in the 
machinery.” 

Mrs. Vier, after the death of her fa- 
ther, was left in charge of his estate. 
She became interested in the questions 
that arose, and possessing a keen and 
brilliant inind, she directed it to the 
study of law. There are many women 
upon whom devolve the responsibilities 
of an estate who may appreciate the 
motive which led Mrs. Pier to become 
her own lawyer.

The young men of the law 
class were in the habit of makinga 
rec vi of the ages of its members, and 
registered Mrs. Pier at twenty-six and 
Mis ss Pier at eighteen.

lowing, where they have since prac- 
ticed their profession. These ladies 
were instrumental in the passage of 


two laws in the legislature, viz.: thata 
married woman is capable of acting as 


un assignee, and that a married woman 


who is an attorney at law may bea 
court commissioner. In 1891 Mrs. Pier 
was appointed court commissioner, and 
is the only woman holding a position of 
that kind in the United States. These 


women have good standing among law- 
and are not considered unequal 
udversaries. Their practice is general, 
with the exception of criminal cases. 
Most of their cases are corporation, real 
estate, or probate. Mrs Pier takes 
charge of the office and Miss Kate usu- 
ally appears in court. She has already 
had ten cases in the supreme court. 
The firm is extremely modest in speak- 
ing of its members, but, as a matter of 
fact, they are considered successful law- 
vers. Perhaps one reason for their suc- 
cess lies in their steady and conscien- 
tious application to their work. 

Mrs. Pier is a handsome woman; her 
face indicates a strong and sweet char- 
acter, which would temper justice with 
mercy. Miss Kate is very beautiful. 
She is tall and slight, her face is refined, 
und her deep biue eyes are true Irish 
eyes, and full of expression. She wears 
her long black hair in braids which 
hang nearly tothe ground It may be 
of interest to femine readers to know 
that Mrs. Pier wore, when she plead 
apd won her first case at Madison, a 
pretty black silk dress, brightered 
with a bit of coloratherthroat. It

CLUB FIGURES. 





They Show a Rapid Advance Along the 
Road to Success. 

May Wright Sewall, of Indianapolis, 
discusses the National Federation of 
clubs in the Arena. The idea, she says, 
originated in 1888 with the general 
officers of the woman’s council. The 
following year, Sorosis issued invita- 
tions for a convention of clubs to cele- 
brate its twenty-first birthday anni- 
versary. About fifty clubs in the United 
States sent delegates. The question 
here took definite shape, and a meeting 
for organization was held in New York 
in April, 1890, eighteen states being 
represented. The first biennal meeting 
held in Chicago in May, brought to- 
gether representatives from nearly 200 
clubs in thirty-two states. Most of these 
women were of the ‘‘conservative,” 
home-staying class, who have never 
been identified with public movements. 

Years of experience and development 
are illustrated in the club life of New 
York. Sorosis, the first woman’s club, 
the Ladies’ New York club and the 
Woman’s Press club have altogether 600 
‘members. Besides these are many 
minor clubs, with art, music, philan- 
thropy or social interests for their ob- 
ject. The working women of New 
York have twenty-four clubs, with 
2,500 members, with club-rooms, li- 
braries, etc. The New England club, 
of Boston, was organized about the 
same time as Sorosis, and Julia Warde 
Howe has been its president for twen- 
ty-one years. To the efforts of this 
club are due the horticultural school 
for women, woman’s educational and 
industrial union, and various similar 
organizations. The agitation for the 
Latin school for girls, the school suf- 
frage law and the appointment of wom- 
en on school committees originated 
with this club, which is noted also for 
its literary work and social influence. 
Boston is now a city of club women, it 
being the fashion whenever two or 
three are gathered together for any 
purpose to form a club. 

The New Century club, of Philadel- 
phia, an outgrowth of the Centennial 
exhibition, owns one of the finest club 
houses in the country. Men are admit- 
ted to associate membership, but can 
not vote. The Philadelphia women’s 
clubs are legion. The club idea was 
slow in gaining a foothold in the south, 


ment. Georgia leads in number, while 
New Orleans has the largest and most 
influential club, with a well-appointed 
club house. Many of the southern clubs 
are composed of both men and women. 

Women’s clubs are still in their in- 
fancy, according to the Arena writers. 
who tell us they are destined to be an 
ally of the higher education, to be 
schools cf philosophy and agents of 
philanthropy. The clubs of the future, 
Mrs. Livermore thinks, will be com- 
posed of both men and women, drawn 
together by mutual respect and similar 
tastes. Together they will study polit- 
ical economy, municipal government, 
scientific charity, compulsory and uni- 
versal education, the labor question, 
and the other social problems that even 
now are crowding aside purely aesthetic 
topics. 





Women Who Inspire Others. 

A writer in the London Spectator 
speaks of that kind of man whose very 
presence in a room seems to stimulate 
everybody else in the company, and to 
bring out all that is brightest and best 
ineach. The writer also speaks of the 
opposite kind of men, whose presence 
seems absolutely to depress what is 
bright and gcog—to have a deadening 
influence. He might also have adduced 
—only we do not expect a paperina 
weckly journal to be exhaustive—that 
kind of a man whose companionship 
makes man do, which is better than on- 
ly to say, what is best in him. And he 
might have mentioned the stimulating 
power of making men work, hope and 
persevere, which is possessed by some 
women. This kind of woman is much 
rarer than formerly. I believe, says 
Walter Besant, because so many wom- 
en, born with this power of encourage- 
ment—women whose highest gift is the 
power of heartening men—are them- 
selves trying to do badly what they 
should have encouraged others to do 
well and nobly. The man who makes 
men do their best is found in successful 
schoolmasters, in good overseers of 
works and among employers of labor of 
all kinds. Of men whose very presence 
is a stimulus] have known many. At 
their approach the whole intellectual 
level is raised perceptibly; everybody 
brightens. This is not a theory, itisa 
thing that, once stated, is recognized at 
once; itisa plain fact. Such men ex- 
ist everywhere. There is not a college. 
a regiment, a society of men anywhere, 
that has not such men. I could name 
half a dozen in various and very differ- 
ent positions whom I have myself 
known.—Boston Transcript.
